It Is the strap with which Oerman 
sides caught in this country and con- 
demned to death were fastened In s 
si)e0al chair at the.TOwer of Loodw 
prior to being shot Like a wise man, 
the sergeant-major had the strajt 
made to his own design and jwld fot 
it with his own money. H M to him 
a priceless relic of the greot war. 

Germany's' vaunted spy system, 
like the overboomed German navy 
hardly realized expectations. There 
were, it Is true, a great many spies In 
England, both before aoA,. after the 
war acting on behalf «f (he kaiser. 
Most of th«n were neutrals, and cnm« 
originally from South Aroericac 
states. 

The British secret aervice resem- 
bled its magnificent navy. It did itj, 
work aa^filenUy and effectively, and! 
ihe necessary reticence vtmemm to 
l«t goings contributed «ery natMally 
^^tlw dtoeomflture felt by the Oer 
inim ■sremroent owing to the mis 
tieitang Information which *YeIl" into 
Oerman hands. 

Mytliioal Barraso In ChaiMMl. 

'As a matter of tact, the naval In- 
tdligenee d^rtment, under Rear Ad- 
miral Ball, acting la conjunction 
wltt the censor's d^artment, provid- 
ed false information to the Germans, 
an Instance being the mythical Strait 
of Dover submarine barrage revealed 
by Sir Roger Keyea. 

Nearly all Germany's spies in this 
country attempted to forward their 
information by noat But .thanks to 
the censor'a' staff lit Was rarely these 
letters, even although wrfttao la In- 
Tl^dblejnk, wwt^ondetected. 

All spies wei?" noT^rrested irame- 
diati^ly they were (letect«;d. The Brit- 
ish secret service, ever considerate, 
pUowed them to send and receive let- 
ters and collect information, but It re- 
served the privilege of opening the 
correspondence both ways and mak- 
ing alterations likely to be of more 
"SS JS J3ll«s u»ap^ to GerSaSy. 

It Is difficult lo' estimate the valne 
of the Ihlorm^ljn^ obtained by this 
method. The Hub, wltE^Tjrsprofounfl 
dl^spCi:t Ur British ^es6e. prob- 
UHf Veyw win bellcive ^at Britain 
could be guilty of ench astuteness. 

It Is certain that Germany obtained 
very little that was useful from her 
spies in England. From the outbreak 
of war the ports were too carefully 
watched to permit of much leakage. 

Up and down the east and aodth- 
west coasts of England were, how- 
^gT^ ^any P^'S^'.ll hotels, 

built right "on the "s^, with large «<«»• 
per domes twinkling brightly for many 
niil^ out at 8en. And the manager 
was often S German^ 

Eighty German spies were excaited 
In this country, while many more are 
undergoing long terms of penal servi- 
tude. For obvious reasons the namte 
of many never were revealed. The 
Imperial government continued to 
communic«te with them blissfully 
unaware that tlieir agents hiiil >:i''ie 
to a bourne from whicli «fit ( ven a 
German spy returns. The British se- 
cret service kindly acted as the spy's 
deputy. - • , 

Executed In Towtsr. 
Hie execntloa of these spies Is nat- 
urally an unpleasant subject, but none 
the less Interesting. After the secret 
trial and condeninutien to deiith the 
spy was taken to the tower, there to 
await the dread summons In the early 
hours of the morning. Taken from 
his cell by a party of military police 
the spy was strapped to a duiir in a 
quadrangle ot the tower. There, fac- 
ing him, about ten paces dittany vras- 
a firing party, usually el|^ nan, fMna 
the battaUon of goarda 4pi diity it the 
time.

quantity and of 50 per cent invalue. 
Owing to the shortage of labor the 
supply did not exceed the demand,

-^eptionally high altitude. 

Regarding prices, President Arjay

"We have 1,300 members, whole- 
salers, and while it has been esti- 
mated that they seU $6,000,000,000 
worth of foods annually, they are un- 
able to give a surer answer to the 
price question. Our association only 
discusses methoda<ot securing in- 
creased efficiency and economy in 
•sithe wholesaling of food; we do not 
Couch the question of price. 

"So far as our association is con- 
cerned, there is 50 profiteering in 
foods, and I d>not believe ^ere is 
any profiteering in the trade."

American prisoners had been held by 
the Bolsheviki had been sent out of 
Bussia by way of Stockhulni. In this 
QOmber was John Triplett, of Lackey^ 
in Floyd county, Ky. 

Clarence Kimes, of Hiokinan, Ful 
ton county, Ky., after months of 
wonderful experiences and fighting 
in France, is home again, bearing 
the scar.s of German bullets on Jiis 
arm, breast and leg. He had fully 
receovcred from his wounds. He was 
one of fifteen prisoners captured by 
the Geranins in a big drive. He re- 
ports that tlie Germans treated him 
will in prison, but th^t the food and 
medical attention were nothing to 
brag 'about. 

Leslie PcdiRO, of Louisville, Ky.. 
spent two horror-filled years in a 
German prison camp. While on 
board a British merchant ship he was 
captured by the German raider Moew 
early in 1917. Peditro relates that 
during the time he was in prison he 
;was beaten, starved and worked to 
>«'. point abnoet bayond eadarance. 
Pkit of his woik 'waa unloading pig 
iron. The diet consisted of snail 
soup and turnips. Part of Pedigo'a 
story is as follows: 

."At Lubeck we were houeed in 
Unan^MMf and slept 'la sMp bonks. 
We worked, loading and unloading 
pig iron from the ships, from G o'- 
clock in the morning until 8 o'clock 
at night. This work was like torture 
to all of us, although there were 
many bip;, hu.sky seamen among us. 
There were also many small fellows, 
and the heavy work soon made them 
look like living skeletons. T^ie menu 
of the German arrtiy and navy must 
have been the same, for even at Lu- 
beck we were given the same old 
mail aoop, and boiled, and some- 
times raw turnips. When we. wer^ 
unruly and oftentimes when we were 
not, we were given pulp bread and 
Wjpitor and kept on this diet for days. 
I teied four times to escape and all 
I Sft was a hole in joay bead, and the 
itacan^ry which these false teeth fill. 
The treatment which we got when 
we were recaptured, I can't describe. 
It was too horrible." 

Charles Porter, of Louisville, en- 
listed with the Canadian in 1914. On 
November I'Jll, he was on the 
firing line, with the drd Battalion. 
He was in the first battle at Ypres 
He was wounded in January at St. 
Julien, spent two months in hospital 
and returned to Ypres. He was 
wottnded a second time, and spent a 
year in a French hospital. Return- 
ing to the front in 101 G he was again 
severely wounded and left on the 
fieKL Thia tinif liis name appeared; 
in the list of the dead. But Porter 
was this time rescued from a shell- 
hole by the Germans and made pris- 
oner. After being in a German hos- 
pital for four months he %va.s sent to 
a farm in Westphalia to work. He 
refused to work and was besten with 
iron rods and starved. .\t this time 
. the British were sending rations for 
the prisoners, but when the prisoners 
refused to work the Germans moved 
them from one place to another quick 
ly and used other underhand methods 
to pra/eot t)iem jgattinc the ^ood 
sent tbeas. M«r»tiftin • year oliipMd 
before Porter received his first ra- 
tions from the British government. 
Until that-tin^ he .subsisted entirely 
on two slices of Holtz bread (this 
bread is made of potato peelings, 
ground, wheat straw and wood pulp), 
caiTPOts'fof dinner and a quart of tur- 
nips'for supper. When he worked in 
the coal mines 9nd Later in the steel 
mills he received a mark a day from 
the German government. 

Dawson Wiggington, of Louis- 
ville, was a prisoner of the Germans 
three hours.

Two Difficulties Overeome. 

Two difllcullles have been in the 
way of erudlcaliug these diseaMS 
from these ports. One has been the 
financial expenses, which would be a 
heavy charge upon the governments 
of ' the countries Involved, and tbe 
relative failure of the people at large 
to ap|>reclate the vecesslty ot ii^^ 
proved sanitation. 

The Rockefeller foundation Is help- 
ing to solve the flrut of these dlfflcnl- 
tles, and Is indirectly also promoting 
t|ie spread of Information among the 
paopte ao as to reduce the IndlftMence 
oothe iabjeet. The healthfalneaa ol 
the Isthmus of Panama has been a 
good advertisement for sanitation to 
South American travelers, and th* 
Influence of the example hit!* been 
slowly penetrating llirougli tlic masses 
of the common people. 

One of the main difficulties In 
arousing public sentiment to dinnand 
the thoroughgoing elimination of en- 
demic diseases has been the fact that 
the population of the ports Involved 
have become more or less Immnne 
through the operation of the imtunil 
method of Immunization produced by 
the disease. 

But the constant arrival at these 
ports of nonimmune persons from tbe 
Interior or from oth«r countries ke«p« 
the Infection alive as long ns the mos- 
quitoes which convey »the dlsense arc 
In these ports. Ther» is nearly al- 
ways a .^iifflclent number of cases of 
yellow fever In existence to infect 
ilic.-ie mosquitoes, and when new arri- 
vals are bitten they are likely to de- 
velop ttk* fever, and so to keep the 
eptdemle golaf from one new arrival 
to another/ A* only nfe way to get- 
rid of the fever, therefore, is to get 
rid of the moeqoitoes.
